Debs, charged xv'itli violating the es- 
pionage act, was found guilty by a fed- 
eral jury yesterday. 


Talking to newspapermen-after the 


verdict. Debs said: 


"It is all right. I have no complaint 


to make. It will come out all right in 
God's good time." 


Of the original ten counts of the in- 


dictment but four remained when the 
dury retired. 
The verdict found him 


guilty of three, not guiltj'-of one. He 
was found guilty of attempting to in- 
cite insubordination and disloyalty in 
the military and naval forces; attempt- 
ing to obstruct recruiting and uttering 
language tending to 
incite, 
provoke, 


and encourage resistance to the United 
States and -to promote the cause of the 
enemy; 


The count on which he was adjudged 


innocent charged that he opposed the 
cause of the United States. 


Counsel for both sides said that thay 


considered Judge "U'tstenhaver's in- 
structions fair. The jury was out five 
and a half hours. 


TVhen it was announced the jury was 


ready to report the crush in the court- 
room became great. Airs. Rose Pastor 
Stokes, herself under conviction on a 
similar charge, came inside tho rallins.

"WASHINGTON'. Sftpi. 33.—American 


manufacturers who p!:in to supply ma- 
terials for the industrial reconstruc- 
tion of northern France should pre- 
pare for co-operative jsellins, for a rev- 
olutionary charge in French methods 
or buying1 is to follow the war. 


A small number'of central purchas- 


ing agencies, representing groups, of 
French manufacturers ensased in re- 
lated industries and assisted by the 
credit of the .French government, will 
deal with those supplying the mate- 
rial. 


Scattered American selling efforts 


will not be able to ineci the require- 
ments of the huffe buying power of 
several thousand French consumers. In 
the opinion of Pierce C. Williams. Amer- 
ican attache ;it Paris, who reports that 
unless American manufacturers pre- 
pare for co-operative selling- ihat they

in a report that the task of restoring 
the destroyed industries is too large 
for individual and competitive buying:. 
Its directors. are reported as equally 
certain that it win be out of the ques- 
rjon for isolated/ American firms, no 


j matter how !arg« or well equipped, to 
! meet the demand. 
It is with groups 


of 
American 
manufacturers—each 


group being able to supply a certal! 
Industry with all materials and spe 
cial eauipment for its restoration—that 
the central bureau wishes to estab- 
lish relations. 


Although the French manufacturer 


in the past has been regarded as moat 
individualistic amone business men. the 
size and complexity of the task of re- 
construction has caused him to accept 
such a radical change in his business 
methods as collective buying. The in- 
dustrial reconstruction in Prance alona 
Is more than one nation can properly 
attend to, so the pooling of American 
interests involves solution of the Ques- 
tion of whether American manufactur- 
ers will be able to hold their own in 
competition with other nations. 


One or the World's Busiest Places 


Although the area occupied by tha 


Germans in France the last four years 
is small ns compared with correspond- 


regions in the United States, north- 


ern and eastern France and Belgium 
were in 19H one of the busiest shops 
in the \vorld. 
Nearly 26.000 factories 


industrial establishments were in 


the invaded parts of .France, and their 
output was more than 30 per cent, of 
ail of France. These factories' output 
in proportion to the country's total 
production follows: 


Iron ore. 90 por cent.: pig iron. S3 per 


cent.; steel, 75 per cent.; coal, 70 per 
cent: combed wool, 94 per cent.; linen 
thread, 90 per cent.; sugar, 65 per 
cent. 


Owners of the factories of course 


have been shut off. from normal com- 
munication with their properties, hut 
•workmen, engineers and others caught 
in north of France when the German 
army rolled through there have grad- 
ually worked their way to Paris as 
their repatriation has 
been' accom- 


plished hy the allied arms. 
In many 


localities and in almost countless in- 
dustries, nothing remains. 


Coal mines have been flooded, and 


years ivill pass before coal 
will be 


hoisted from them again. 
Electric- 


power stations and the transmission 
lines have in many places been dis- 
mantled, the machinery being carried 
off by the Germans, and the coppor 
wire sold at auction. 
Practically all 


o£ the equipment in the metal-working 
plants, all the cotton, linen and wool 
spinning machinery, together with wool 
combing and textile looms, have been 
systematically pillaged. 


Repatriated workers report that ma- 


chines have been skilfully taken apart 
and all the copper and alloys in the 
bearings sent into Germany for remelt- 
ing. In many instances, after this was 
done, the iron frame was broken up 
and turned over to German scrap-iron 
dealers. 


Steel structures have 
been 
taken 


down, and the sheet-iron roofs and 
steel columns and beams have cither 
been sent back into Germany or used

ctivity. 
"Regardless of what indemnities or 
eparation may be exacted from the 
nemy, the indemnity desired by the 
manufacturer is materials with which 
e may renew manufacturing activities, 
ash indemnities to the manufacturer, 
he Paris chamber of commerce de- 
lared in May, 1915, are unsound, for 
vith the money in his hand he would 
.ot be assured of materials necessary 
o reconstruct his plant. 
French government officials quickly 
ealized the objection to the state un- 
ertaking to buy and allocate mate- 
ials. Accordingly the manufacturers 
rganized the Central association for 
he restoration of industrial life in the 
nvaded regions to be conducted \vith- 
ut profit and serving- as a proxy of 
he state. Its membership is divided 
nto four sections: 
First, the textile 


ndustries; second, mining, metallurg:- 
al, machine and electrical construction 
ndustries; third, agricultural indus- 
ries. such as sugar refineries, di'stil- 
:ries, breweries, flour mills and food 
Hiservation plants; and fourth, mis- 
ellaneous industries, including all not 
ailing within the first three sections. 


The Central association is further di- 
ided into regional or trade sub-com- 


mittees, the purpose of these being to 


ssist the association in the studies of 
he restoration of individual industries. 


Central association, under the gen- 


ral law governing its operation, was 
na-ble to concern itself in such en- 
erprises as the purchase and distrihu- 
ion of merchandise, and this defect 
vas corrected by the organization in 
ugust, 
101G, of the stock company 


•cnown as the central bureau for pur- 
hases. 
Without the support of the state, the 
entral bureau could not begin opera- 
ions so the French chamber of dep- 
uties enacted a law, Aug. 6, 1D17, pro- 
-iding a preliminary credit of 250,000,- 
'00 francs to bo, used for making pur- 
ihases. 
Directors of the central bu- 


reau and the ministers of commerce 
and finance made a formal agreement 
on Oct. 4, 1317. that definitely commit- 
ed the French government to the prin- 
ciple of collective buying of recon- 
struction materials. 


By the agreement the bureau buys 


and distributes materials and equip- 
ment after proposed purchases have 
been approved by the ministry of com- 
merce, and its accounts are subject to 
audit by the inspector general of fi- 
nances. Other provisions of the agree- 
ment make..the bureau under strict 


overnment control. 
Purchases are not now being made 


by the bureau for before the work of 
repairing the war's damage can be un- 
dertaken, the war must first be woii, 
and tonnage is too valuable for even 
the import of material necessary he- 
fore industrial reconstruction can be- 
gin. Meanv/hile the bureau is prepar- 
ing estimates of materials thai will 
be needed by each industry. 
Of equal 


importance in the preparation is the 
work of establishing contact with pro- 
spective supply, so that all will be 
ready for the signing of contracts with 
the signing of a peace treaty. 


The bureau, according to advices re- 


ceived here, is anxious to set in touch 
with American manufacturers, but has 
let it be known that it would be ot 
little use for 
individual 
American 


firms to send catalogues, or enter into 
preliminary correspondence. 
A report 


issued by it declares that individual 
and competitive buying is out of the 
question, and the collective selling is 
favored to meet France's collective buy- 
Ing.

Plates Are Made In Ohio 


At present number plates used In 


Massachusetts are manufactured by an 
Ohio flrm. which also makes them for 
several other states. Only a few states 
manufacture their own plates. New 
Jersey being one which makes them 
in the state prison. 


The remoteness of the source of sup- 


ply, 
together with the usual railroad 


congestion, has made it necessary dur- 
ing the past few years for the high- 
way commission to assemble vast quan- 
tities of plates in Boston long" before 
(he end of the calendar year, in or- 
rlcr to he. certain that there will be suf- 
ficient plates to meet the January 1st 
demand. 
Already the 1919 plates are 


en rouie to Boston, and it will be nec- 
' essary for the commission to store 
them here, the storage bill for this 
purpose generally being approximately 
53500.

TION OF BELGIUM 


COPENHAGEN, 
Sept. 
13.—That 


ermany 
might 
restore 
Belgium, 


without conditions or indemnities, in 
case no other country vrould be better 
situated as regards Belgium than Ger- 


many, was the belief expressed yes- 
terday by Friedrtch von Payer, impe- 
rial vice chancellor of Germany, in a 
speech 
delivered at • Stuttgart. 


Herr von Payer was speaking on 


the depression felt in Germany and 
allied countries, which he attributed 
not to recent military events, but to 
the prospect of a fifth winter of war. 


"If we could be sure that no other 


country would be better situated as 
regards Belgium than ourselves," said 
Herr von Payer, 
"I believe I could 


venture to say that Belgium could be 
restored without conditions . and in- 
demnities." 


With regard to the appearance of 


the American troops in the war, the 
vice chancellor said: 


"Nobody will deny that the co-oper- 


ation of the American troops on the 
front means 
a- heavy and ever-in- 


creasing burden for us. Our enemies, 
however, forget that if the Americans 
now appear by hundreds of thousands 
at the front, we have already put 
millions of Kussians, 
Serbians and 


Rumanians out of action. . And the 
entente will not succeed in winning 
them baolc for their own purposes."

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THE DRAFT AND ITS SEQUEL 


"Yesterday the rirsi si*P lowarus com- 


pliance with ihe draft law was loyally 
taken by ;he men ranging in age from 
IS to 1$ years with the exception of 
those who had previously registered 
or who are already in the army and 
navy. 


At the various registration stations 


the business was conducted with a de- 
gree of seriousness and determination 
seldom seen in the discharge of any 
similar duty. There is a general will- 
ingness among the registrants to com- 
ply with the wish of the government 
in every particular, even to serving in 
the trenches or in any other line of 
military service to which they mny be 
called. 


The 
registration was rather slow 


work especially "where aliens were nu- 
merous, because of their unfamiliaruy 
with the English language and the 
absolute accuracy required in all the 
answers given. 


It is estimated th:U under this call 


_abom 13.000.000 have registered. From 


that number the military authorities 
can draw an army oil four or live 
millions if necessary, and by far the 
greater number of them young men 
in the priniL- of manhood, all anxious 
to have a share in the work of de- 
feating the Germans. 


By June 1 of next year, it is ex- 


pected , that the American army in 
Europe will number between 3.000,000 
and -1,000,01)0. Perhaps that army will 
convince 
Germany 
thai the United 


States means business. Germany can 
hardly r'ail tu bee the handwriting on 
ihe wail before then, Inn whether the 
kaiser will permit, any surrender until 
the war is carried into the heart of the 
'empire is not certain. The defeat of 
the kaiser, however, is now inevitable. 
It may come sooner than is expected 
at ihe hands of the allies; and there 
is a possibility thai some of the people 
to whom he has lirought all the horrors 
of Avar, will seek revenge upon him for 
the. wanton crimes he hns authorized 
ngainst civilization and humanity. 


It is now reported that Germany is 


planning a sweeping retreat towards 
the frontier, but no such retreat is 
likely to save her even for the present 
winter. .The allies will not be held 
by her future line of defense as they 
have been in the past. 
The day of 


trench righting is gone by. 
General 


Foch 
has 
killed. it by his turning 


movements and he will continue to 
offset, any move Germany may make 
L*y superior skill. 
On to the frontier 


and next to the Rhinfi is the program 
before ihe allies and if it be not ac- 
complished this winter, it will be as 
soon as conditions 
permit 
in 
the 


spring. 


The German scheme of mining the 


towns and villages evacuated will not 
stop the onward march of the allies. 
German militarism must be .destroyed 
and the American army wil] take a 
leading part in accomplishing that^end. 


SCIENTIFIC VENTILATION 


Proper ventilating of a workroom or 


an office means drawing out the hot 
stale, second-hand air and replacing it 
with fresh cool air from out of doors. 


When the room to be ventilated is 


small and used only by a few people 
this can be done easily enough by op- 
ening a window at top and bottom. 
This permits the hot air that rises to 
go out at the top and then, of course, 
cool air from outside rushes in to take 
its place. 


When the room is large and used 


by many people, however, it is impos- 
sible to get in enough fresh air in this 
manner without creating drafts that 
make it very uncomfortable for those 
obliged to work near the windows. 


In such cases I 
1, becomes necessary 


to resort to artificial means of forcing 
out the stale air and drawing in the 
fresh. 
This is best accomplished by 


means of fans and ducts. 


Even this, however, will not supply 


good ventilation for a workroom that 
is 
overcrowded. 
\Vhcn 
people 
are 


crowded too closely together in a room 
it becomes impossible to supply them 
with enough fresh air without shooting 
a gale of wind through the room. 


Many state laws require at least 400 


cubic feet for every worker or a space 
of eight feet high ami 
seven 
feet 


square. This should be the rule in all 
factories. 


Plenty of air does nnt always mean 


good ventilation. In addition to the 
amount of air filled space thr> air must 
be kept in,motion. This can be accom- 
plished by means of inlets and outlets 
placed in different parts of the room.

before the war. Under such circum- 
stances it is best to drop the language; 
but this might be done without any 
floiirish of trumpets. 


CONTINUATION SCHOOLS 


The matter of continuation schools 


for the employed minors between 14 


nd 16 years of age, is one of. serious 


concern at the present time. 


Commissioner Pay son Smith 
has 


come out in favor of a law to make 
the maintenance of such schools com- 
pulsory in all cities where they are 
needed. 


Already a law on the statute books 


gives such cities permission to conduct 
such schools, so that the school board 
of any city is free to start one or 
more provided the necessary financial 
resources are available. 


NEW DRAFT LAW 


In the special despatch from Tho 


Sun's Washington correspondent pub- 
lished in Thursday's paper, the very 
latest information relative to the work- 
ing of the draft law was given Cully 
and clearly. It appears, however, that 
the war department has not yet per- 
fected its system for conducting the 
college training camps and for dealing 
with some other features of the draft 
law. It is expected, howcvnr. That in 
the near future complete regulations 
will be worked out covering every lino 
of activity under the new law.

lished articles to the effect that box- 
ing does not give a useful train- 
ing as a basis for bayonet fighting 
and that the two have no common 
relationship have been emphatically 
denied in a formal statement that 
has been issued by Dr. Joseph E. 
Raycroft, head of the athletic divi- 
sion of the war department commis- 
sion on training camp activities which 
directs the athletic activities in tiie 
military training camps 
throughout 


the country. 
The statement follows: 


"Several more or less uninformed 


critics have published articles to the 
effect that boxing does., not give use- 
ful training as a basis for bayonet 
righting. 


"Such criticisms are based upon 


ignorance of both bayonet 
righting 


and military boxing. 
The experience 


of the past year in the training camps 
shows that boxing has great value as 
& preparation for 
bayonet 
fighting, 


and in the development of those phy- 
sical and spiritual qualities that are 
characteristic of the aggressive fight- 
ing man. 
~ 


"Tho great majority of our young 


men, who make up the army, have 
had little or no experience in physical 
contact games that develop self-re- 
liance, courage, quick' thinking, and 
quick decisions under flre. Bayonet 
training at its best is a, drill in which 
speed, endurance, and skill in hand- 
ling the weapon are developed, but in 
the nature of things, there can be no 
practice contests witli the bayonets. 
Boxing suppltes this important contest 
factor and furnishes a means of train- 
ing men to keep their heads and to 
carry out an effective plan of attack, 
even though they are being punished 
by their opponents. 
In this way, 


qualities needed in the make-up of a 
bayonet fighter are developed by prac- 
tice in boxing to an extent and with 
a rapidity that is impossible in any 
other plan of training thus far tried. 


"The 
commanding officers 
of 
the 


training camps in this country have 
almost universally testified 
to 
the 


value of boxing as a part of military 
training. 
In many of the principal 


camps it has been made a regular 
and definite part of the daily routine. 
The following statements from gen- 
erals commanding training; camps are 
typical: 


" 'Boxing, undoubtedly, is one of the 


most useful forms ot physical train- 
ing which a soldier can have. Espe- 
cially is this true in the case of the 
bayonet man, whose physical prow- 
ess is an 
absolute 
essential, 
and 


whose greater spirit and punch than 
his opponent make him sure winner 
in the bayonet fight. 
" 'Men, who have taken courses in 


boxing, after one or more lessons be- 
gin to show an aggressiveness, which 
they did not previously have, and 
which Is absolutely necessary, not only 
in bayonet exercises, but in all per- 
sonal encounters.' 


"The primary object of boxing, as 


taught in th.e army, is to make skil- 
ful, 
self-reliant, 
hard 
hitting men, 


rather than expert boxers. 
An effi- 


cient soldier must not only be trained 
in the technique of offense and de- 
fense, but he must he charged with 
the proper fighting spirit. 
Experi- 


ence in boxing develops that spirit. 
It develops in him a willingness and 
ability to fight at close quarters and 
to give and take punishment. Prac- 
tice in boxing has an additional value, 
because many of the blows and move- 
ments taught the men in boxing class 
have their close counterparts in bay- 
onet fighting. For example, a left 
lead to the head Is very similar to 
a long point to the throat; a right 
hook to the jaw, or the body is l'!:e 
the blows with the butt of the ride. 
Of course, there are thrusts and par- 
ries in bayonet fighting that are dif- 
ferent from any lead, block or coun- 
ter in boxing, but the principle is the 
same, and 
the sequence of action, 


the body balance, and the ability to 
take advantage of openings in the op- 
ponent's defense developed in boxing 
are fundamentally important for the 
bayonet fighter. 


"In the final analysis all physical 


training in the army must have 
practical military significance; boxing 
possesses this significance to an un- 
usual extent, .so that particular stress

oft by the Germans, and the copper 
wire sold at auction. 
Practically all 


of the equipment in the metal-working 
plants, all the cotton, linen and wool 
spinning machinery, together with wool 
combing and textile looms, have been 
systematically pillaged. 


Repatriated workers report that ma- 


chines have been skilfully taken apart 
and all the copper and alloys in the 
bearings sent into Germany for remelt- 
ing. In many instances, after this was 
done, the iron frame was broken up 
and turned over to German scrap-iron 
dealers.

steel columns and beams have either 
been sent back into Germany or used

hases. 
Without the support of the state, the 
entral bureau could not begin opera- 
ions so the French chamber of dep- 
ties enacted a law, Aug. G, 1917, pro- 
•iding a preliminary credit of 250,000,- 
00 francs to be used for making pur- 
liases. 
Directors of the centra] bu- 


eau and the ministers of co mm erne 
and finance made a formal agreement 


n Oct. 4, 191", that definitely commit- 
ed the French government to the prin- 
ciple of collective buying" of recon- 
struction materials. 


By the agreement the bureau buys 


and distributes materials and equip- 
•nent after proposed purchases have 
been approved by the ministry of com- 
merce, and its accounts are subject to 
audit by the inspector general of fi- 
nances. Other provisions of the agree- 
ment make the bureau under strict 


overninent control. 
Purchases are not now being mado 


by the bureau for before the work of 
repairing the war's damage can be un- 
dertaken, the war must first be won, 
and tonnage is too valuable for even 
the import of material necessary be- 
fore industrial reconstruction can be- 
gin. Meanv.-hile the bureau is prepar- 
ing estimates of materials that will 
be needed by each industry.

advantage to the commonwealth and 
lo the motorists themselves. 
Plates Are Made In Ohio 


At present number plates used in 


Massachusetts are manufactured by an 
Ohio firm, which also makes them for 
several other states. Only a few states 
manufacture their own plates. New 
Jersey being: one which makes them 
in the state prison. 


The remoteness of the source of sup- 


ply, together with the usual railroad 
congestion, has made it necessary dur- 
inK the past few years for the high- 
way commission to assemble vast quan- 
tities of plates in Boston long before 
the end of the calendar year, in or- 
der to be certain that there will be suf- 
ficient plates to meet the January 1st 
demand. 
Already the 1919 plates are 


en route to Boston, and it will be nec- 
essary for the commission to store 
them here, the storage bill for this 
purpose generally being approximately 
$1500.

If the plates are made at Charles- 


town. Director Bagley points out. this 
expense could be saved, as well as all 
of the correspondence with the remote 
Ohio firm, which frequency must be 
carried on by telegraph.

TALKS ON THE RESTORA- 


TION OF BELGIUM 


COPENHAGEN, 
Sept. 
13.—That 


Germany 
might restore 
Belgium, 


without conditions or indemnities, in 
case no other country would be better 
situated as regards Belgium than Ger- 


many, was the belief expressed yes- 
terday by Friedrich von Payer, impe- 
rial vice chancellor of Germany, in a, 
speech delivered at Stuttgart. 


Herr von Payer was speaking oil 


the depression felt in Germany and 
allied countries, which he attributed 
not to recent military events, but to 
the prospect of a fifth winter of war. 


"If WG could be sure that no other 


country would be better situated as 
regards Belgium than ourselves," said 
Herr von Payer, 
"I believe I could 


venture to say that Belgium could be 
restored without conditions 
and in- 


demnities." 


With regard to the appearance of 


the American troops in the war, the 
vice chancellor, said: 


"Nobody will deny that the co-oper- 


ation of the American troops on the 
front means a heavy 
and ever-in- 


creasing burden for us. Our enemies 
however, forget that if the Americans 
now appear by hundreds of thousands 
at the front, we have already put 
millions of liussians, 
Serbians and 


Rumanians out of action. 
And the 


entente "will not succeed in winning 
them back for their own purposes." •

SCIENTIFIC VENTILATION 


Proper ventilating of a workroom or 


an office means drawing out the hot 
stale, second-hand air and replacing it 


TMth fresh cool air from out of doors. 


When the room to he ventilated is 


small and used only by a few people 
this can be done easily enough by op- 
enms a window at top ami bottom. 
This permits the hot air that rises to 
go out at the top and then, of course, 
cool air from outside rushes in to take 
its place. 


When the room is large and used 


by many people, however, It is impos- 
'slble to get in enough fresh air in this 
manner without creating drafts that 
make it very uncomfortable for those 
obliged to work near the windows. 


In such cases it becomes necessary 


to resort to artificial tneans of forcing 
out the stale air and drawing in the 
fresh. 
This is best accomplished bj 


.. means of fans and ducts. 


Even this, however, will not supply 


good ventilation for a workroom that 
is 
overcrowded. When 
people 
are 


crowded too closely together in a room 
It becomes impossible to supply them 
w th enough fresh air without shooting 
s gale of wind through the room. 


Many state laws require at least 400 


cubic feet for every worker or a space 
of eight feet high and 
seven 
fer-t 


square. This should be the rule in all 
factories. 


Plenty of air does not always mean 


good ventilation. In addition to the 
amount of air filled space the air must 
be kept in motion.. This can be accom- 
plished by mea.ns of inlets and outlets 
placed in different parts of the room.

cago said the war department request 
undoubtedly means that all the spare 
time of the students will he devoted 
to military Instruction instead of ath- 
letics and that there will be no time 
for the development of football. 


Coach A. A. Stagg of Chicago said:

ing as a basis for bayonet fighting 
and. that the two have no common 
relationship have been 
emphatically 


denied la a formal statement that 
has been issued by Dr. Joseph E. 
Raycroft. head of the athletic divi- 
sion of th~e war department commis- 
sion on training camp activities' which 
directs the athletic activities in the 
military 
training camps 
throughout 


the country. 
The statement follows: 


"Several more or less uninformed 


critics have published articles to the 
effect that boxing does not give use- 
ful training as a basis for bayonet 
fighting. 


"Such 
criticisms are based upon 


ignorance of both bayonet fighting 
and military boxing. 
The experience 


of the past year in the training camps 
shows that boxing has great value as 
a preparation for 
bayonet 
fighting, 


and in the development of those phy- 
sical and splrituaj qualities that" are 
characteristic of the aggressive fight- 
ing man. 


"The great majority of our young 


men, who make up the army, have 
had little or no experience in physical 
contact games that develop self-re- 
liance, courage, quick thinking, and 
quick decisions under nre. 
Bayonet 


training at its best is a drill in which 
speed, endurance, and skill in hand- 
ling the weapon are developed, but in 
the nature of things, there can be no 
practice contests with the bayonets. 
Boxing supplies this important contest 
factor and furnishes a means of train- 
ing men to keep their heads and to 
carry out an effective plan of attack, 
even though they are being punished 
by their opponents. 
In this way, 


qualities needed in the make-up of a 
bayonet fighter are developed by prac- 
tice in boxing to an extent and with 
a rapidity that is impossible in any 
other plan of training thus far tried. 


"The commanding officers 
of the 


training camps in this country have 
almost universally testified 
to 
the 


value of boxing as a part of military 
training. 
In many of the principal 


camps it has been made a regular 
and definite part of the daily routine. 
The following statements from gen- 
erals commanding training camps are 
typical: 


'"Boxing, undoubtedly, is one of the 


most useful forms of physical train- 
ing which a soldier can have. Espe- 
cially is this true in the case of the 
bayonet man, whose physical prow- 
ess is an 
absolute 
essential, 
and 


whose greater spirit and punch than 
his opponent make him sure winner 
in the bayonet fight. 
" 'Men, who have taken courses in 


boxing, after one or more lessons be- 
gin to show an aggressiveness, which 
they did not previously have, and 
which is absolutely necessary, not only 
in bayonet exercises, but In all per- 
sonal encounters.' 


"The primary object of boxing, as 


taught in the army, is to make skil- 
ful, self-reliant, 
hard 
hitting 
men, 


rather than expert boxers. 
An effi- 


cient soldier must not only be trained 
in the technique of offense and de- 
fense, but he must be charged with 
the proper fighting spirit. 
Experi- 


ence in boxing develops that spirit. 
It develops in him a willingness and 
ability to fight at close quarters and 
to give and take punishment. Prac- 
tice in boxing has an additional value, 
because many of the blows and move- 
ments taught the men in boxing class 
have their close counterparts in bay- 
onet fighting. For example, a loft 
lead to the head is very similar to 
a long point to the throat; a right 
hook to the jaw, or the body is 1'ke 
the blows with the butt of the rifle. 
Of course, there are thrusts and par- 
ries in bayonot fighting that are dif- 
ferent from any lead, block or coun- 
ter in boxing, but the principle is the 
same, and the sequence of action, 
the body balance, and the ability to 
take advantage of openings in the op- 
ponent's defense developed in boxing 
are fundamentally important for the 
bayonet fighter. 


"In the final analysis all physical 


training in the army must have a 
practical military significance; boxing 
possesses this significance to an un- 
usual extent, so that particular stress

Twelve thousand prisoners have been taken by the 
Americans in their offensive at St. Mihiel.

salient has now been captured. 


The railway from Verdun to Tommercy, Toul and 


Nancy, is now open to the entente allies. 


All the villages in the St. Mihiel salient were cap- 


tured by the Americans and the front in this sector 
was reduced from 40 miles to a little under 20 miles. 


TWO 
DIVISIONS TRAPPED 


This is a remarkable victory for the Americans, and one of the most notable 


achievements of the war. The capture of the St. Mihiel salient, which the Germans consi- 
dered impregnable, in such a remarkably short time, is a glowing tribute to Gen. Pershing's 
forces. The Germans considered this salient, which guarded the iron fields from which 
Germany secured practically all her ore for munitions, as one which could not be re- 
duced. That the Americans accomplished the task in less than two days indicates the bril- 
liancy of their attack. 


Previous despatches reported advances for.the Americans, of eight miles on the 


southern side of the salient, and three miles on the western side, also stating -that two 
German divisions were in the pocket. 
Evidently, these two divisions have been caught 


by the Yanks.

French plans for reconstruction be- 


gan soon after the Invasion, the gov- 
ernment in December, inn. declaring 
that damage caused by the war should" 
be a charge on the nation as a whole. 
This principle means that the French 
manufacturer looks to his government 
for the means of resuming Industrial 
activity. 


Regardless of what Indemnities or 


reparation may be exacted from the 
enemy, the indemnity desired by the 
manufacturer is materials with which 
he may renew manufacturing- activities. 
Cash indemnities to the manufacturer, 
the Paris chamber of commerce de- 
clared in May, 1915, are unsound, for 
with the money in his hand he ivould 
not be assured of materials necessary 
to reconstruct his plant. 


French-government officials quickly 


realized the objection to the stato un- 
dertaking to buy and allocate mate- 
rials. 
Accordingly the manufacturers 


organized tho Central. association for 
the restoration of industrial life in the 
invaded regions to be conducted .with- 
out profit and serving as a proxy of 
the state. Its membership is divided 
into four sections: 
First, the textile 


industries; second, mining, metallurgi- 
cal, machine and electrical construction 
industries; third, agricultural 
indus- 


tries, such as sugar refineries, distil- 
leries, breweries, flour mills and food 
conservation plants; and fourth, mis- 
cellaneous industries, including all not 
falling within the first three sections. 


The Central association is further di- 


vided into regional or trade sub-com- 
mittees, the purpose of these being to 
assist the association in the studies ot 
the restoration of Individual industries. 
The Central association, under the gen- 
eral la\v governing its operation, was 
unable to concern itself in such en- 
terprises as the purchase and distribu- 
tion of merchandise, and this defect 
was corrected by the- organization in 
August, 1016, of the stock company 
known as the central bureau for pur- 
chases. 


Without the support of the state, the 


central bureau could not begin opera- 
tions so the French chamber of dep- 
uties enacted a law, Aug. G, 1917, pro- 
viding a preliminary credit of 250,000,- 
000 francs to be used for making pur- 
chases. 
Directors of the central bu- 


reau and the ministers of commerce 
and finance made a formal agreement 
on Oct-. 4, 1917. that definitely commit- 
ted the French government to the prin- 
ciple of collective buying of recon- 
struction materials. 


By the agreement the bureau buys 


and distributes materials and equip- 
ment after proposed purchases have 
been approved by the ministry of com- 
merce, and its accounts are subject to 
audit by the inspector general of fi- 
nances. Other provisions of the agree- 
ment make the bureau under 
strict 


government control. 


Purchases are not now being made 


by the bureau for before the work of 
repairing the war's damage can be un- 
dertaken, the war must first be won, 
and tonnage Is too valuable for even 
the import of material necessary be- 
fore industrial reconstruction can he- 
gin. 
Meanwhile the bureau Is prepar- 


ing estimates of materials that will 
be needed by each industry. 
Of equal 


importance in the preparation 
is the 


work of establishing contact with pro- 
spective supply, 
so that all will bo 


ready for the signing of contracts with 
the signing of a peace treaty. 


The bureau, according to advices re- 


ceived here, is anxious to get in touch 
with American manufacturers, but has 
let it be known that It would be of 
little use for 
individual'' American 


firms to send catalogues, or enter into 
preliminary correspondence. 
A report 


Issued by it declares that Individual 
and competitive buying is out of the 
question, and the collective selling- is 
favored to meet France's collective buy- 
ing.

cost the work can be carried out with 
advantage to the commonwealth and 
to the motorists themselves. 
Platen Are Made In Ohio 


At present number plates used In 


Massachusetts are manufactured by an 
Ohio firm, which also makes them for 
several other states. Only a few states 
manufacture their own plates. New 
Jersey being one which makes them 
in the state prison. 


The remoteness of the source of sun-. 


Ply, 
together with the usual railroad 


congestion, has made it necessary dur- 
ing the past few years for the high- 
way commission'to assemble vast quan- 
tities of. plates in Boston long before 
the end of the calendar year, in or- 
der to he certain that there will be suf- 
ficient plates to meet the January 1st 
demand. Already the 1919 plates are 
en route to Boston, and it will be nec- 
essary for the commission to store 
them here, the storage bill for this 
purpose generally being approximately 
$1500. 


IVe\v Plan Would Snve Money 


If the plates are made at Charles- 


town, Director Bagley points out. this 
expense could be saved, as well as all 
of the correspondence with the remote 
Ohio firm, which frequently must be 
carried on by telegraph. All possibil- 
ity of delay would also be done away 
with. 


Motorists would benefit greatly in 


case of a lost number plate. Under 
present conditions, when a, plate is 
lost the commission sends to Ohio for 
a duplicate, which is, rarely obtained

TION OF BELGIUM 


COPENHAGEN, 
Sept. 
13.—That 


Germany 
might 
restore 
Belgium, 


\vithout conditions or indemnities, in 
case no other country would be better 
situated as regards Belgium than Ger- 


many, was the belief expressed yes- 
terday by Fried rich von Payer, impe- 
rial vice chancellor of Germany, in a 
speech delivered at 
Stuttgart. 


Jierr von Payer was speaking on 


the depression. felt in Germany and 
allied countries, which he attributed 
not to recent military events, but to 
the prospect of a fifth winter of war. 


"If we could be sure that no other 


country would be better situated as 
regards Belgium than ourselves," said 
Hen* von Payer, 
"T believe I could 


venture to say that Belgium could be 
restored without conditions 
and in- 


demnities." 


With regard to the appearance of 


the American troops in the war, the 
vice chancellor said: 


"Nobody will deny that tho co-oper- 


ation of the American troops on the 
front means a heavy and ever-in- 
creasing burden for us. Our enemies, 
however, forget that if the Americans ' 
now appear by hundreds of thousands 
at the front, we have already put 
millions of Russians, 
Serbians and 


Rumanians our. of action. 
And the 


entente will not succeed in winning 
them back for their own purposes."

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THE DRAFT AND 1TS,SEQUEL 


Yesterday the first step towards com- 


pliance with the draft law was loyally 
Taken by the men ranging in age from 
IS to 46 years with the exception of 
those who had previously registered 
or who are already in the army and 
navy. 


At the various registration stations 


the business was conducted with a de- 
gree of seriousness and determination 
seldom seen in the discharge of any 
similar duty. There is a general will- 
ingness among the registrants to com- 
ply with the wish of the government 
in every particular, t*von to serving in 
the trenches or in any other line of 
military service to which they may bo 
called. 


The 
registration was rather slow 


work especially where aliens were nu- 
merous. because o£ their unfamilinrity 
u-ith the English language and the 
absolute accuracy required in all the 
answers given. 


It is estimated that under thia call 


about 13,000,000 have registered. From 
that number the military authorities 
can draw an army of four or five 
millions if necessary, and 
t»y far the 


greater number of them young men 
in the prime of manhood, all anxious 
to have a sh:;re in the work of de- 
feating The Germans. 
. By June 1 oi! next year, it is ex- 
pected that the American army in 
Europe will number between 3,000,000 
and 4,000,000. Perhaps that army will 
convince 
Germany 
that the United 


States means business. 
Germany can 


hardly fail tu see ihe handwriting on 
the wall before then, but whether the 
kaiser will permit any surrender until 
the. war is carried into the heart o£ the 
empire is not certain. 
The"defeat of 


the kaiser, however, is now inevitable. 
It may come sooner than is expected 
at the hands of-the allies; and there 
is a possibility that some of "the people 
to whom be has brought afi the horrors 
of war, will seek revenge upon him for 
the wanton crimes he has authorized 
against civilization and humanity. 


Ii is now reported that Germany is 


planning -a sweeping retreat towards 
the frontier, but no such retreat is 
likely to save her even for the present 
winter. 
The allies will not be held 


by her future line of defense as they 
have been in the past. 
The day of 


trench fighting: is gone by. 
General 


Foch 
has 
killed it by his turning 


movements and he will continue to 
offset any move Germany may make 
by superior skill. 
On to the frontier 


and next to the Rhine is the program 
beEore the allies and if it be not au~ 
complished this winter, it will be as 
soon as conditions 
permit 
in 
the 


spring. 


The German scheme of mining the 


towns and villages evacuated will not 
stop the onward march of the allies. 
German militarism must be destroyed 
and the American army will take a 
leading part in accomplishing that end.

Essential—Fooled Foe as 


to Allied Reserves 


Nation 
League Headed 
by 


Prussia 
Like 
Fox 
and 


Geese, Says Premier 


MANCHESTER. Sept. 13.—Speaking 


at a luncheon after the presentation 
of the freedom of the city, Air. Lloyd 
George sziid: 


"There are some men who say 'Drop 


it and lee us have pence by negotia- 
tion," and added: "There is no com- 
promise between freedom and tyranny; 
no compromise between light and dark- 
ness. I know that it is better to sac- 
rifice liberty forever. 
Tlinn is what 


we are fighting: for nnd heaven grant 
that we fight through to the end." 


"Nothing: but heart failure of the 


British nation can prevent our achiev- 
ing a. real victory," said Premier Lloyd 
George speaking yesterday at .Manches- 
ter. 


He said that the British casualties 


in the last offensive in France were 
one-fifth of what they were, in 1916. 


For Leag-ne ot Nations 


He said he was all for a league of 


nations, and that in fact a league al- 
ready had been begun. 
The British 


empire, he, sairi, was a league of free 
nations and the allied countries fighr- 
irig the battle for international right 
were now a league of free nations. 


"To end all wars we must impose a 


durable peace from our enemies. 
The 


Prussian military power must not only 
be beaten, but Germany herself must 
know and the German people must 
know that their rulers have outraged 
the laws of humanity and that Prussian 
strength cannot protect them from pun- 
ishment. 


"This must be the last war. 
Don't 


let us be misled that the 
establish- 


ment of a league of nations without 
power will in itself secure the world 
against a catastrophe. 
A league of 


nations 
with the Prussian military 


power triumphant would be a league 
of fox and geese—one fox and many 
geese. The geese would greatly dim- 
inish in numbers."

The only sure foundation for a league 


of nations, the premier said, was a vic- 
tory for the allies. Peace must be of 
a kind that commended itself to the 
common sense conscience of the na- 
tions. As'a. whole it must not. be dic- 
tated by extreme men on either side. 


"We shall neither accept for our- 


selves nor impose upon our foes a 
Brest-Litovsk treaty," he said. 


"We cannot, allow the 
Bolsheviks 


to force on us a peace so humiliating 
as to dishonor the national flag.and to 
mako a repetition of the horrors nf 
this war inevitable. 
"When a satisfac- 


tory peace has been secured we can 
proceed with a clear conscience to build 
up n new world. The news is distinct- 
ly Rood, really good.

ing as a basis for bayonet fighting 
and thai the two have no common 
relationship 
have been emphatically 


denied in a formal statement that 
has been issued by Dr. Joseph E. 
Raycroft, head of the athletic divi- 
sion of tha war department commis- 
sion on training camp activities which 
directs the athletic activities in the 
military 
training camps throughout 


the country. 
The statement follows: 


"Several more or leas uninformed 


critics have published articles to ihe 
eliect that boxing does not give use- 
ful training as a basis for bayonet 
fighting. 


"Such criticisms 
are based upon 


ignorance of both bayonet 
fighting 


and military boxing. 
The experience 


of the past year in the training camps 
shows that boxing has great value as 
a preparation for 
bayonet lighting, 


and in the development of those phy- 
sical and spiritual qualities that are 
characteristic of the aggressive 'fight- 
ing man. 


"The great majority of our young 


men, who make up tho army, have 
had little or nu experience in physical 
contact games that develop self-re- 
liance, courage, quick thinking, and 
quick decisions under flre. Bayonet 
training at its best Is a drill in which 
speed, endurance, and skill in hand- 
ling the weapon are developed, but in 
the nature of things, there can be no 
practice contests with the bayonets. 
Boxing supplies this important contest 
factor and furnishes a means of train- 
ing men to keep- their heads and to 
carry out an effective plan .of attack, 
even though they are being punished 
.by their opponents. 
In this way, 


qualities needed in the make-up of a 
bayonet fighter are developed by prac- 
tice in boxing to an extent and with 
a rapidity that is impossible in any 
other plan of training thus far tried. 


The commanding officers 
of 
the 


training camps in this country have 
almost universally testified' 
to 
the 


value of boxing as a part of military, 
training. 
In many of the principal 


camps it has been made a regular 
and definite part of the daily routine. 
The following statements from gen- 
erals commanding training camps are 
typical: 


" 'Boxing, undoubtedly, is one of the 


most useful forms of physical train- 
ing which a soldier can have. Espe- 
cially is this true In the case of the 
bayonet man, whose physical prow- 
ess is an 
absolute 
essential, 
and 


whose, greater spirit and punch than 
his opponent make him sure winner 
in the bayonet light. 


" 'Men, who have taken courses in 


boxing, after one or more lessons be- | 
gin to show an aggressiveness, which-! 
they did 
not 
previously have, 
and j 


which is absolutely necessary, not only 
in bayonet exercises, but in all per- 
sonal encounters.' 


"The primary object of boxing, as 


taught in the army, is to make skil- 
ful, 
self-reliant, 
hard 
hitting 
men, 


rather than expert boxers. 
An effi- 


cient soldier must not only be trained 
in the technique of offense and de- 
fense, but he must be charged with 
the proper fighting spirit. 
Experi- 


ence in boxing develops that spirit. 
It develops In him a willingness and 
ability to fight at close quarters and 
to give and take punishment. Prac- 
tice in boxing has an additional value, 
because many of the blows and move- 
ments taught the men in boxing class 
have their close counterparts in bay- 
onet 
fighting. 
For example, a left 


lead to the head is very similar to 
a long point tn the throat: a right 
hook to the jaw, or the body is like 
the blows with the butt of the rifle. 
Of course, thnrn are thrusts and par- 
ries in bayonet fighting that are 'dif- 
ferent from any lead, block or coun- 
ter in boxing, but the principle is the 
same, and 
the sequence of action, 


the body balance, and the ability to 
take advantage of openings in the op- 
ponent's defense developed in boxing 
are fundamentally important for the 
bayonet fighter. 


"In the final analysis all physical 


training in the army must have a 
practical military significance; boxing 
possesses this significance to an un- 
usual extent-, so that particular stress
